In a personal letter Sister 
Julia A. Wood writes this about 
the late Earthquake : "The 
earthquake at Charleston, S. C, 
shook and shocked us very much. 
Its effect upon me, daring the re 
peated and frequent vibrations, 
at times, seemed as if it would 
take my breath. Occasionally 
the sensation was as if I were 
riding upon waves of water, not- 
withstanding I was iu bed. 
Sometimes my head felt to be 
lowered by the vibrations. The 
second night after it occured I 
was in Richmond on business. 
The people there were much 
frightened. One chimney of the 
St. Claire Hotel, in that city was 
thrown down by the earthquake 
on Slat, of Aug. Quite near ue ! 
May those signs and wonders of 
Almighty God, arouee the peo- 
ple, far and near, to a full aense 
of duty to Him and man."
